CONTAINING  DETAILS 
OF  SOCIAL  SYSTEM 


Aims,  Ideals,  Organization 
Discussed  in  Leaflet  Recently 
„ Issued  on  “Y”  Social  Units 


Aims 

The  Brigham  Young  University  re- 
cognizes proper  social  development  as 
one  of  the  important  by-products  of 
college  training.  For  mqny  years  this 
social  opportunity  has  been  provided 
through  the  class  and  club  organiza- 
tion^ of  the  institution,  but  in  late 
years  the  student  body  has  grown  S' 
rapidly  that  these  organizations  have 
become  too  large  to  provide  students 
the  intimate  social  contacts,  and  op- 
portunities for  leadership,  which  ar,e 
thought  desirable.  The  faculty,  with 
the  approval  o"f  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
has  therefore  adopted  the  following 
plan  of  social  cfrganizatii^n  which  it 
is  believed  will  provide  these  desirable 
features.  Fraternities  and  sororities 
are  not  allowed  in  the  institution. 

Organization 

1.  The  entire  college  student  body 
shall  be  organized  into  social  units 
(men  and  women  separately)  from 
twenty  to  thirty  members. 

Supervision  and  Control 

1.  The  carrying  out  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  jilan  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Social  Unit  Committee, 
composed  of  the  chairman  of  the  so- 
cial committee,,  (^hairman  of  attend- 
ance and  scholarship  committee,  regis- 
trar, dean  of  women,  one  additional 
faculty  woman,  president  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  president  of  A.  W.  S., 
president  of  each  class,  and  a mem- 
ber of  each  class  of  opposite  sex  to 
the  president,  to  be  elected  by  the 
class. 

Affiliation  • 

1.  In  the  formation  of  social  units 
the  students  are  encouraged  to  make 
their  own  groupings  so  that  congenial 
individuals  will  be  together. 

2.  Students  who  do  not  affiliate 
voluntarily  during  the  period  of  social 
unit  organization  will  be  assigned  to 
some  group  by  the  committee.  Stu- 
dents having  a preference,  or  triends 
who  wish  to  be  in  the  same  social 
unit,  should  make  their  wishes  known 
to  the  committee-  on  social  units. 

3.  The  men’s  social  units  are  ex- 
pected to  select  a faculty  member  as 
an  honorary  and  advisory  member.

Wrong  Basis  in  Life, 

Assembly  Talk  Theme 

“Is  education  without  character 
building  worth  while?”  was  the  theme 
of  Wednesday’s  lecture,  given  to  the 
student  body  by  Rev.  Buckley  of  St. 
Mary’s  Episcopal  ^church. 

“Education  is,  at  present,  of  the 
mind  rather  than  of  the  heart  and  soul 
With  the  various  tendencies  of  today 
we  want  to  succeed,  and  the  people 
will  do  most  anything  to  gain  such  an 
end. 

“Business  men  of  wealth  give  very 
little,  consideration  to  the  world. 

“The  wrong  basis  of  life  or  View- 
point of  life  is  formed  through  the 
lack  of  enforcement,  and  sometimes 
the  lack  of  justice . through  lawyers. 
Will  the  lawyers  of  Hickman,  noted 
as  criminologists,  give  satisfaction  of 
justice? 

“Education  of  mind  is  only  second- 
ary education,  to  be  real  it  must  arise 
first  in  the  heart.” 

Quoting  from  Dr.  Luthur,  “The 
only  education  worth-while  is  that 
which  develops  character.” 

“The  goal  we  all  should  strive  for 
is  the  one  of  moral  and  spiritual  edu- 
cation, one  that  will  develop  a char- 
acter worthwhile.  Character  that 
brings  happiness  to  oneself  and  others 
is  the  fundamental  stone  of  educa- 
tion.”

Tryouts  for  the  fifth  annual  Irvine 
oratorical  contest  were  scheduled  to 
be  held  today  in  Professor  Pardoe’a 
public  speaking  class.  interest  has 
been  manifest  since  announcement  of 
the  contest,  six  entries  having  been 
made  for  the  preliminaries. 

The  Irvine  gold  medal  which  is  pre- 
sented to  the  winner  of  the  finals,  the 
date  of  which  will  be  announced  later, 
is  given  by  members  of  the  Irvine 
family  in  honor  of  the  late  Provo 
merchant,  R.  R.  Irvine,  Sr. 

The  contest  originated  five  years 
ago  with  Mr.  Irvine’s  desire  to  en- 
courage the  honesty  and  efficiency  of 
young  men  going  out  into  the  busi- 
ness world.  Professor  Pardoe’s  sug- 
gestion to  create  an  oratorical  contest 
with  this  object  primarily  in  view  met 
with  hearty  approval  and  provision 
was  made  for  a medal  to  be  given.

GIVES  TALK  TO 
“Y”  CHEMISTS 


A lecture  was  given  to  the  “Y” 
Chemical  Society  by  P“.S.  Schowell  of 
the  Utah  Oil  Refining  Company  last 
Wednesdap  afternoon  at  2:30  in  room 
285-E.  There  were  seventy  present. 

His  lecture  dealt  with  the  produc- 
tion of  oil,  gasoline,  and  kerosene, 
chiefly,  although  he  gave  some  light 
on  the  various  by-products,  such  as 
parafin.  , 

The  processes  of  his  own  company 
were  explained.  Among  other  pro- 
cesses he  described  how  such  sub- 
stances as  kerosene  can  be  broken  in- 
to two  parts  of  gasoline,  thereby 
helping  the  great  need  for  a supply 
of  the  Jife  element  of  the  automobile 
and  o'ther  petrol  propelled  machines.

Women’s  units  are  expected  to  select 
a woman  faculty  member,  or  the  wife 
of  a faculty  mejnber  as  an  honorary 
and  advisory  member. 

University  Recognition 

1.  When  a sufficient  number  of 
congenial  individuals  have  become 
associated,  they  shall  select  a name 
and  make  application  to  the  commit- 
tee on  social  units  to  become  a regu- 
lar so<Sal  unit.  If  the  name  and 
membership  of  the  group  are  satisfac- 
tory, the  committee  will  then  assign 
the  unit  an  official  number  and  place 
it  on  the  approved  list  of  social  units 
of  the  university. 

Tenure  of  Membership 
4.  A student  shall  belong  to  but 
one  social  unit.  Membership  shall 
continue  until  graduation  unless  the 
student  is  /re-affiliated  by  the  commit- 
tee. At  graduation  the  individual  be- 
comes bn  alumni  member  and  shall 
have  no  voice  in  the  management  of 
the  unit.  An  individual  discontinuing 
school  before  graduation  shall  take 
the  alumni  classification. 

2.  Re-affiliations  may  be  made  for 
the  following  reasons: 

(a)  The  individual  may  be  re-af- 
filiated upon  his  own  request  if  the 
committee  on  social  units  considers 
his  reasons  adequate. 

(b)  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  unit  may  petition  the  committee 
on  sodjal  units  to  re-affiliate  one  of 
their  members. 

(c)  The  'committee  itself,  may  at 
its  own  discretion,  re-affiliate  an  in- 
dividual. 

Organization  Within  Units 
1.  It  is  ejected  that  each  unit  up- 
on being  approved,  will  elect  a presi- 
dent, vice  president,  secretary-treasur- 
er and  a representative  to  the  inter- 
social unit  council.  The  latter  may 
be  one  of  the  other  officers. 

Coordination  of  The  Units 

1.  There  shall  be  an  inter-social 
unit  council  composed  of  a represen- 
tative from  each  social  unit. 

2.  This  council  shall  make  rules 
and  agreements  for  uniform  fees,  so- 
cials and  other  activities  in  which  the 
units  may  engage  from  time  to  time. 
The  rules  of  this  council  are  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

3.  The  men  and  women  members 
of  this  council  shall  function  separate- 
ly when  there  are  items  under  dis- 
cussion affecting  only  one  class'. 

Activities 

1.  The  units  ace  intended  primarily 
to  provide  proper  social  activities  for 
its  member^. 

2;  The  University  may,  at  regular 
intervals,  announce  and  publish  the 
relative  rating  of  the  social  units  as  to 
scholarship. 

3.  The  social  units  may  also  be  us- 
ed as  a basis  for  various  types  of 
competition,  should  this  at  any  time 
be  thought  desirable. 

Aims  and  Ideals 

The  social  units  - shall  at  all  times 
and  in  all  their  activities  keep  upper- 
most ideals  of  the  student  body  and 
the  aims  which  actuated  the  creation 
of  the  social  unit  plan,  viz: 

1.  To  discourage  class  distinction 
and  stimulate  the  spirit  of  democracy. 

2.  To  equalize  social  opportunities 

with-  no  discriminations  or  rigid  re- 
quirements. • % 

4.  To  discourage  excessive  and  ex- 
pensive social  activities. 

5/  To  keep  social  functions  on  the 
campus  and  afford  faculty  supervision. 

6.  To  foster  close  and  lasting 
friendship. 

7.  /To  provide  means  for  the  ac- 
quirement of  poise,  tact  and  all  the 
social  graces. 

8.  To  encourage  scholarship. 

9..  To  provide  a basis  for  inter- 
mural activities. 

10.  To  have  each  unit  find  its  good 
in  the  good  of  the  student  body. 

Any  act  on  the  part  of  an  individual 
or  a social  unit  which  is  not  in  har- 
mony with  these  aims  'and  ideals  of 
the  student  body  shall  be  considered 
sufficient  cause  for  the  dismissal  of 
the  individual  or  the  revoking  of  the 
charter  of  the  social  unit. 

A committee  composed  of  five  fac- 
ulty members  is  available  to  assist  any 
social  unit  in  the  perfecting  of  its  or- 
ganization, , or  the  planning  of  its  ac- 
tivities, or  in  any.  other  way  assisting 
the1  social  unit  to  become  thoroughly 
and  soundly  established. 

FuM  information  on  any  pha^e  of 
the  social  unit  plan  may  be  had  from 
any  member  of  the  social  units  com- 
mittee or  at  the  president’s  office.
